_ MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE.

Broosa, Asta Minor, Nov. 20th, 1837. 
To the Churches of the Newcastle Presbytery. 


Beloved Brethren.—My last letter to you was 
dated June 27th, 1836. When I forwarded that 
communication, I little thought that so long a pe- 
riod would elapse before I should address you 
again. ‘The afflictive circumstances of my family 
for several months past must, in part at least, be 
my apology. If the Lord gives us health and 
strength, I intend to write you more frequently in 
future. My silence, however, may not be so much 
a matter of regret, because you have had, asI sup- 
pose, your other missionary to plead the cause of 
the heathen in person before you. 

In my last letter I had occasion to speak of op- 
position from the Greek ecclesiastics; expressing 
a hope that it would soon cease. But this hope 
was disappointed. It continued to increase in vio- 
lence until it ended in a furious burst of ecclesias- 
tical indignation. Repeated orders had been given 
to collect all the books we had distributed, both 
from the schools an¢ private families. ‘Through 
fear, many were delivered into the hands of the 
priests, though a great number retained most, or 
all they had in their possession. On a particular 
feast day, by special order from the Bishop, these 
books were publicly consumed in the flames, in 
front of their church! There were about 600 in 
all. Among them were New ‘Testaments, Psalms, 
and other parts of the sacred volume. But without 
any distinction, they were all thus consigned to 
destruction. The same order was issued in the 
village of Demir Tash, where we had a school, the 
teacher of which had distributed our books. Many 
were collected, and in like manner were commit- 
ted to the flames! The school was also very ab- 
ruptly closed by the Bishop; and the teacher was 
ia no little danger of suffering the effects of his 
a He has in fact endured much during 
a whole year from @ persecuting spirit, being pre- 
vented from finding employment all this time. 

After these oe aed @ renewal of this 
re) ition in the month of February of the present 
First our Bishop acts of hos- 
tility, and afterwards the Greek Patriarch of Con- 
stantinople issued an Encyclical letter, designed as 
an attack not only on this mission, but all the 
others in this empire. It was extensively circula- 


ted, and its spirit was exceedingly bitter, Jt rep-

resented all the missionaries as “ Satanical heresi- 
archs from the caverns of hell and the abyss of the 
northern ocean,” holding them up as persons of the 
very worst designs and motives. All our books 
were condemned; and not even the Bible, transla- 
ted by missionaries, was permitted to be read by 
the people. No person was allowed to aid us in 
our work, or to have any intercourse with us. 
And these commands were attended by the most 
severe ecclesiastical threats to those who should 
disobey them. 

Such measures, all of which I cannot give in de- 
tail, of course produced a great excitement, and in 
many minds even indignation, against the mis- 
sionaries. ‘The more ignorant were overawed and 
terrified ; but the more intelligent regarded these 
movements as very unbecoming the character and 
office of spiritual guides. The cause sustained in- 
jury at the time being; but no permanent advan- 
tage has been gained by the adversary. It is now 
more than six months since any hostile effort has 
been made; and in the end, we feel persuaded, all 
these things will be overruled for good. 

In consequence of the unfriendly disposition of 


-| the ecclesiastics, we have not distributed as many 


books as formerly. We have circulated only about 
100 Bibles, and about 250 school books, and a few 
Tracts. These have been principally purchased. 


By the kind interposition of Providence, the 
school in the village of Philadui, mentioned in my 
last, has continued. The villagers have since 
erected a commodious school house, and the school 
is established on a firm basis. It was through 
much effort on the part of the teacher, that a house 
has been built, but as this is now provided, there 
will, probably, always be a school, though no as- 
sistance should be afforded by us. It gives me great 
pleasure to think, that this benighted community 
are now furnished with an important means of re- 
moving their ignorance, and of preparing the way 
for their acquaintance with the truth. The teach- 
er’s influence is very salutary, not only in promo- 
ting education, but also the progress of evangelical 
sentiments. 

The school at Demir T'ash, above alluded to, and 
which was so violently stopped by the Bishop, has 
been resumed, after its discontinuance for a year. 
And what is remarkable, the very same teacher, 
who on account of his evangelica] influence was 
so rudely ejected, has been recalled, and is now 
daily engaged in teaching it. And not only so, 
but a very large and convenient house is now in 
the course of being erected at the expense of the 
villagers, accommodating more than one hundred 
children. Our books, many of which the Bishop, 
by special order, destroyed, are finding their way 
back to the school. The prospect is that it will 
be placed on a stronger foundation, and prove far 
more useful than it was before. At present it 
numbers about one hundred pupils. 

We have also afforded slight aid to another 
school, a considerable distance in the interior. It 
is in a larse and important village, and its influ- 
ence cannot fail to be very salutary. . 

There is a fair prospect that our books will be 
again introduced into the very school in this city 
from which they had been violently taken, and 
in the vicinity of which they were publicly con- 
sumed, as [ have stated. Some of them have in 
fact been used for several months, and present ap- 
pearances indicate that they will all soon be re- 
stored. Notwithstanding the zealous efforts of our 
enemies, and their slanderous representations of 
our designs, and of the tendency of our publica- 
tions, many of the people will both use them them- 
selves, and put them into the hands of their chil- 
dren. Numbers, who once surrendered them 
through fear, would not do so again, having learnt 
to appreciate their value. The very fact of their 
having been so publicly destroyed has Jed to an ex- 
amination of them, which has Gone good. 

We have made a beginning in the transiation or 
books and tracts into Greek-Turkish, and Armen- 
ian-Turkish ; viz. the language is Turkish, and 
the character Greek and Armenian. The same 
translation, with some slight alterations adapted to 
each nation, presented in their own character, will 
answer for both Greeks and Armenians. Many of 
them in the Turkish empire, and especially in 
Asia Minor, speak only the Turkish. Hitherto 
but very little has been issued from missionary 
presses in this form; and consequently, this large 
portion of nominal Christians, who have lost their 
national tongue, have been lamentably destitute 
of books calculated to give them correct evangeli- 
cal views. These same translations, with a few 
necessary modifications, may also in the course of 
time, when the way shall be opened fully for mis- 
sionary efforts among the Turks, be circulated 
among them with advantage, being presented in 
the Turkish character. They will be translated 
under my inspection into Greco-Turkish; and 
under the direction of my associate. they will be 
dressed in an Armenian garb. We have only 
made a beginning in this kind of labour, having not 
vet quite prepared our first Tract, the history of 
Joseph, accompanied with appropriate observations, 
for the press. The afflictions, through which we 
have been Jed for several months past, have been 
the main reason of our not having proceeded fur- 
ther. Ifthe Lord gives ushealthand strength, we 
design to spend much of our time for a considerable 
period to come in this way. : 

Since I last wrote you, I have entered upon the 
regular study of the modern Greek. : But serious and 
long continued interruptions have prevented me 
from familiarizing myself with it to such a degree, as 
to use it freely in conversation. The attainment of 
this point will require far less time and labour than 
I have been obliged to spend upon the Turkish. 
It is my design and expectation, with divine help, 
to acquire a thorough knowledge of this language: 
an acquisition rendered quite important by my 
residence among the Greeks. 

In regard to our prospects, I would -fain hope 
that they are more gratifying than they were a 
owe ago. The storm of opposition, then raging, 
as passed away, without leaving many marks of 
serious injury behind. A circumstance auguring 
some good is the change of Bishop in Broosa. The 
present incumbent appears to be a very different 
man from his predecessor, being possessed of a pa- 
cific temper. It is not likely that we shall be mo- 
lested by him as we have been heretofore. We 
paid him a visit, and he received us very respect- 
fully. But it can hardly be expected that he will 
espouse our cause; unless the Lord should espe- 
cially incline his heart to do so. We would not 
put our trust in princes; but our expectation is 
from the Lord. In the general disposition of the 
people towards us there has probably not been 
much change. In time of ecclesiastical indigna- 
tion many of them withdrew their professions of 
kind feelings; but since that has passed away, they 
have mostly assumed the attitude in which they 
formerly appeared. 
I must now speak of the state of my family. It 
has pleased the Lord greatly to afflict us. But we 
have a deep persuasion that it has all been in love. 
He has in faithfulness afflicted us. I have room 
only very briefly to allude to the circumstances. 
Our trials began inan intermittent fever, by which 
Mrs S. was confined to her bed four weeks. Al- 
though this disease is not a dangerous one, yet on 
account of a previous feeble state, it reduced her 
very much. In its commencement it did not as- 
sume the form of a regular intermittent; and we 
were not a little concerned, destitute as we are of 
good medical aid. But by the perusal of our medi- 
cal books, and the full development of the disease, 
and the blessing of the Lord upon our treatment, 
our apprehensions were dissipated. Mrs. S. was 
recovering, but in a feeble state. While she was 
yet in this condition, we were suddenly thrown in- 
to great confusion and consternstion by the appear- 
ance of the plague in our family. A little Greek 
girl, living with us, was seized by this terrible 
disorder, and had it in her system two whole days 
before we were aware of it. 
disease was not very rapid or violent in its first 
s , she was about the house most of the time, 
holding our children in her arms, and performing

| gious, not only every member of our family was 
most grievously exposed to the contagion, but al- 
most every article in the house liable to become 
contaminated. We immediately washed ourselves 
in vinegar, and put on other changes of garments, 
not yet supposed to be infected. Every thing in 
the house that could be washed was thrown into 
water as soon as it could be done; and such arti- 
cles as would be injured, I fumigated with chlorine 
gas, which is a powerful disinfector. Every 
thing in our house was displaced and deranged, 
and we made preparation to flee to a place of 
safety, to keep quarantine. As soon as we knew 
the girl to be attacked by the plague, J had her re- 


But scarcely had she left 
the house, before I began to feel sick. I was ta- 
ken with profuse vomiting, shivering, headache, 
and pain in a part of my body, where buboes, the 
infallible sign of the plague, are usually formed.

toms indicative of plague, and all the rest of the 
family expecting almost every moment to find it 
fixing its fatal grasp upon each of them, and the 
little girl just sent out of the house with the al- 
most certain prospect of never returning to it 
again. But God brought us safely to another day ; 
and by next morning I found myself much better. 
We performed a quarantine of thirty-five days in a 
Mussulman village, three miles from this city. 
But so very great had been our exposure, that we 
felt that any one of us, or even all of u8, might fall 
victims to this scourge any day. We therefore en- 
deavoured to put our house in order, both in a tem- 
poral and spiritual point of view. Feeling our- 
selves on the very borders of eternity, we made ar- 
rangements for our precious little ones, and left 
our final directions and messages. ‘Those were 
solemn days; and I trust they were also profitable. 
It seemed but a step to the other world; as it actu- 
allyis. But it was good to trust in God. Heé gra- 
ciously warded off from us all evil, and preserved 
us all through our quarantine, and permitted us 
once more to return to our house. But it was to 
pass through other scenes still more trying. 
Immediately on our return Mrs. Schneider was 
taken il] of a typhus fever of a most severe kind. 
At first we had suspicions that it was the plague, 
and through these fears our beloved associates took 
our two little children to their own house, although 
it was no small exposure of themselvesand family. 
A native woman in our employ left us as soon as 
she learned our suspicions; so that I was left 
entirely alone in our house two days with my sick 
wife, except a guard in the night, the necessity of 
which [ will relate before I close. We calied an 
Italian physician, the best in Broosa, who had been 
recommended to us by a good English physician of 
Constantinople. But he did not at all understand 
her case. He was entirely at a loss, and knew 
not what to prescribe. Under thesecircumstances, 
I sent to Constantinople, a distance of about one 
hundred miles, for the English physician. He 
arrived on the fifth day after my express left 
Broosa. He immediately pronounced her to be 
sick of a regular typhus fever, rendered difficult 
only because it had not been properly treated by 
the Italian doctor in the outset. He plainly told 
me that she was in a very, very dangerous state, 
and that he had almost no hope of her recovery. 
You may easily conceive how the information 
sunk into my heart, and what a conflict of einotions 
it awakened in my bosom. But God was my sup- 
port. Mrs. S. grew worge and worse daily. One 


The powers of nature were fast sinking; and he 

end secomed almust vertain. For two weeks we 
should not have been surprised any hour to find 
her in a dying state, and during this period, I was 
continually watching for the signs of approaching 
death. T'wice she was supposed to be actually 
dying. She took a formal leave of me, and sent 
for her precious children and kissed and embraced 
them for the last time, as she supposed, and pro- 
nounced over them a mother’s dying prayer. ‘Those 
were seasons [ can never forget. We had all 
given her up; and I expected to be Jeft alone with 
two motherless babes in this strange Jand. ‘The 
tendency of the disease was towards the brain; 
and the consequence was a delirium, which con- 
tinued about three weeks, with some intermissions. 
Her fever was very unyielding. It was not until 
the thirty-second day of her illness, that it mani- 
fested decided marks of abatement, and continued 
more or less many days afterwards. It is now the 
fitty-eighth day of her sickness, and she is not yet 
able to sit up in bed. So long had she lain, and so 
virulent was the disease, that mortification had 
commenced ; but this was soon checked. Nine 
times she had blood taken; and she had seven 
blister sores. By all] these things she has become 
exceedingly emaciated. But praised be the Lord, 
she is now convalescent; she will, however, be 
feeble for months, and will require much attention 
and nursing during most of the winter. I[t will 
be long before she will be restored to her former 
good health, even if she should have no draw back. 

The doctor remarked, that had she been suitably 
treated in the commencement, she would, in all 
human probability, not have been brought into this 
low state; and he also frequently observed with 
emphasis, that if he had not come to her aid, she 
could not huve survived. This is the opinion of us 
all. He, however, was only the tnstrument of sa- 
ving her; God was her preserver and restorer. 

I am happy to say that her mind was in a most 
desirable state. Though delirious much of the 
tine, she had occasional lucid intervals, when her 
religious feelings were fully disclosed. She was 
joytul in view of approaching dissolution. She 
longed to depart and be with Christ, which is far 
better. She awaited with anxious desire the hour 
of her departure. The mission, her husband, and 
her little ones, she committed with great cheerful- 
ness and composure to the Lord. Her triumphant 
state of mind was a great mitigation of our grief in 
view of our great loss in her removal. 

To close this brief account of our trials I must 
add, that our house was twice broken in by mid- 
night robbers. ‘They were in quest of money; but 
a kind Providence so ordered it, that their expec- 
tations were disappointed. They, however, took 
a number of valuable articles of furniture of a port- 
able kind. Things had come to such a pass that it 
was no longer thought safe for me to be left alone. 
I accordingly had a guard to protect my house 
during the night for a week. This took place 
while Mrs. Schneider was sick of her fever. Thus, 
while my dear wife was most seriously ill, I was 
obliged to secure my abode against the attacks of 
violent men. No efforts hitherto made have suc- 
ceeded in detecting the rogues. 

In view of the dealings of the Lord with us I 
might make many reflections; but I have already 
exceeded the bounds of an ordinary communica- 
tion. But I must say in conclusion, that severe as 
they have been, we humbly trust they have not 
been without some good effect upon us. We have, 
and do still, bless the Lord for all the mercies 
which attended them. We doubt not that they 
were sent in pure love, and as such we desire to 
improve them. We have such a deep conviction 
that whatever God does is the very best thing that 
could happen unto his children, that we would 
rather “ joy in our tribulations.” Though no afilic- 
tion for the present is joyous but grievous, yet if 
in the end they are followed by this happy effect, 
of making us “ partakers of his holiness,” why 
should we not rather rejoice? How enviable the 
lot of the Christian—if in prosperity, he recognizes 
his Father’s hand—if in adversity, it is stil] nothing 
more than an expression of his Father’s love, “ al- 
ways rejoicing in the Lord.”

MINUTES OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


Wednesday morning, May 23, 9 o'clock. 

The Assembly met and was opened with prayer. 
The minutes of the last session were read and ap- 
“at: ~The Assembly resumed the unfinished 

usiness of yesterday: viz. the appeal of persons 
claiming to be the Church of St. Charles. 

No person appearing on behalf of the Synod of 
Missouri, and all the parties having been fully 
heard withdrew ; the calling of the roll in order 
that every member might express his opinion on 
the case was begun, and after some progress ; 

On motion, the case was laid on the table. 

The Assembly proceeded to the order of the day : 
viz. the devotional exercises prescribed by a stand- 
ing rule of the Assembly. 

The devotional exercises were attended to in 
the order prescribed. 

After which the Committee of Bills and Over- 
tures reported Overtures Nos. 9, 10, 11, 12, 18, 
viz: 

No. 9, ‘“*A communication from the Synod of 
Gennesscee on the subject of the proccedings of the 
last Assembly with regard to that Synod.” 

No. 10, “A memoria] from the Synod of Ken- 
tucky on the subject of sending missionaries to 
Texas.” 

No. 11. “A memorial from certain members of 
the Presbytery of Cincinnati.” 

No. 12, “ A communication from the Presbytery 
of Huron, belonging to the Synod of the Western 
Reserve.” 

No. 13, “ A communication from the Presbytery 
of Richland in respect to religious newspapers.” 

The overtures were accepted, and Nos. 9, 11, 
and 12 were referred to the Committee on the 
state of the Church; No. 10 was referred to 
Messrs. Price, Steadman, and Cooper; No. 13, 
was entered on the docket. 

The Committee on the report of the Directors 
of the Theologica] Seminary at Princeton, made 
a report, which was accepted and unanimously 
adopted, and is as follows: viz. ; 

That the report be approved, and that the fol- 
lowing resolutions be adopted by the Assembly. 

1. Resolved, That section 10 of Article VI. be so 
amended as to read as follows: viz. ‘“ There 
shall be two vacations in the Seminary in every 
year, one in the spring of six weeks, and the other 
in the autumn of eight weeks continuance ; each to 
commence at such times as the Board of Directors 
may determine.” 

2. Resolved, That section 7 of Article II. re- 
quiring the whole plan of the Seminary to be read 
before the Board at the commencement of each 
stated spring meeting be and the same is hereby 
rescinded. 

3. Resolved, That the salary of Professor J. Ad- 
dison Alexander be raised to $1500 per annum. 

4. Resolved, That the Trustees of the Theologi- 
cal Seminary at Princeton be authorized to draw 
from the Treasurer of the Trustees of the General 
Assembly the sum of $7,300, for the payment of 
Professors salaries through the current year. 

And then the Assembly adjourned till this after- 
noon at 34 o’clock.

The Assembly met and was opened with prayer. 

The Minutes of the last session were read and 
approved. 

On motion, the reception of reports of commit- 
tecs on Synodical records was made the order of 
the day for Saturday morning next.

The Board of Domestic Missions immediately af- 
terwards; and the Board of Foreign Missions to- 
morrow afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

Mr. Wm. Maxwell moved a series of resolutions 
in relation to the members concerned in the dis- 
«rders which attended the opening of the Assein- 
bly, and after debate the resolutions were made 
the order of the day for to-morrow morning, im- 
mediately after the reading of the Minutes. 

And then the Assembly adjourned till 9 o’clock 
to-morrow morning, for the purpose of affording 
the members an opportunity of attending the an- 
niversary of the Board of Domestic Missions this 
evening,

Thursday morning, May 24—9 o'clock. 

The Assembly met and was opened with prayer. 

The Minutes of the last session were read and 
approved. 

The Assembly proceeded to the order of the day: 
viz. The resolutions offered by Mr. Wm. Max- 
well at the last session, and after debate, the reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted, and are as fol- 
lows, viz. 

1. Resolved, That those Commissioners to the Gene- 
ral Assembly, viz: Nathan 8S. S. Beman, D. D. Wim. 
Patton, D. D. Erskine Mason, D. D. Rev. John P. 
Cleaveland, and others, who, according to order and 
usage had presented their commissions to the Perma- 
nent and Stated Clerks prior to the meeting of the 
body on Thursday last, the 17th inst., and afterwards 
on that day, while the house was organizing and the 
Clerks under the direction of the Moderator. presiding 
were actually engaged in completing the roll, inter- 


rupted the progress of the regular procecding, by 


combining with certain other persons present, un- 
known to the General Assembly, in openly forming 
another body which they ealled the General Assem- 
bly and subsequently, voluntarily, and without leave, 
asked or obtained, left the house to convene in the Ist 
Presbyterian Church in this city; in so doing, com- 
mitted an act which however intended, can only be 
considered as a plain and palpable vivlation of order 
and decorum, and in derogativn of the duty which 
they owed to the house, and to the Church and cause 
of Christ. 7 

2. Resolved, That by their said conduct, and by 
their subsequently neglecting to attend the sessions of 
the General Assembly since that day, notoriously at- 
tending the sessions of another body convening from 
day to day in the Ist Presbytcrian Church, calling it- 
self the General Assembly ot the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America, the said Commission- 
ers appear to have wilfully and deliberately vacated 
thcir seats in this house, the only true and proper 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America, and to have originated and 
organized a schismatical secession fiom the body to 
which they belonged. 

3. Resolved, That the names of the said Commis- 
sioners be now called and recorded in order that they 
may be reported to the Presbyterics of which they are 


members respectively.

Genera AssemBLy.—We presume that the pre- 
vious accounts of the proceedings of our supreme 
Judicatory have completely allayed the anxiety 
felt by all the friends of reform, relative to the re- 
sult of those measures which, in the good provi- 
dence of God, were so firmly adopted by the last 
|Assomhly. The result has indeed vome, and itis 
far happier, and was achieved with much less 
difficulty, than could have been anticipated. ‘The 
conflicting parties of the Church, between which 
such wide difference of doctrine existed, have 
been separated in form, as they had always been in 
fact, and this not by means of further painful ex- 
clusions, but by the voluntary secession of the in- 
novating party who had so nearly obtained the 
predominance. We are persuaded that our read- 
ers will return devout thanksgiving to Almighty 
God for this happy termination of a most unhappy 
strife. In relation to the disturbance which arose 
at the organization of the Assembly, and the 
strength of the respective parties, the accounts we 
have already furnished were as correct as we could 
make them. Our veracity in these details has 
been violently assailed by the New-school, not 
only in their religious journals, but in many of the 
political papers, to which, as has always been 
their custom, they have freely resorted. Their 
version materially differs from ours, but alas! 
how variant is it from the facts in the case. 
We have been pained at the sad exhibition of hu- 
man infirmity which they have thus made to the 
world; but we still adhere to the maxim which 
has cheered us in our most sorrowful hours du- 
ring this protracted controversy, that the truth will 
be made manifest. If our readers should meet 
with any of these erroneous statements, we beg 
them to be slow in giving them credit. The 
lruth we are anxious should be known, and we 
should scorn to depart from it, to build up any 
cause, much more would we avoid the impiety of 
attempting to subserve, what we believe to be the 
cause of Christ, by an untruth. As calm obser- 
vers of the scene, and prepared for its occurrence, 
although not in all its violence, we solemnly re- 
peat, that there was neither stamping or hissing 
among the orthodox, who sat in a solid body in 
the front pews of the Church, and were immedi- 
ately under oureye. Their conduct was highly 
exemplary. ‘They had been previously exhorted 
to keep entire silence, and with a very few excep- 
tions of calls to order, they were tranquil and com- 
posed. ‘I'he disorganizers were in the middle part 
of the Church; from them arose the unearthly 
cries to which we formerly alluded; and from 
their friends, packed it would seem for the pur- 
pose, came the clapping, which they now shame- 
lessly boast of as the expression of public opinion 
in their favour, but by which, in the estimation ot 
every Christian, the sanctity of the house of God 
was violated. ‘This they may call dignity and 
decorum, but the more intelligent will give such 
conduct a differeut name. As it is not our de- 
sign to pursue this subject, and expose all the er- 
rors of a degenerate press, we will advert to only 
one other point which has studiously been misrep- 
resented, particularly in the secular prints: we re- 
fer to the comparative numbers of the General As- 
sembly, and the Secession. Our former account 
of this matter was substantially true—the orthodox 
at the organization had an overwhelming majority, 
exclusive of the disowned Synods, and a large ma- 
jority, even when these Synods were included. 
The numbers varied somewhat after this, but to 
what extent we cannot certainly tell. ‘The seces- 
sion party have published their roll, but in it they 
include all the orthodox! all the New-school mem- 
bers; all who rather than join them went home ; 
and to our certain knowledge, at least two mem- 
bers, (the delegates from Salem Presbytery,) 
whom illness had prevented from reaching the 
city, and who did not arrive until the thirteenth

others who were absent, with the view of making 
an impression that their meeting was much larger 
than facts would justify. Could we be assured of 
their actual number we would readily publish it, 


persuaded that in the very nature of the case it 


could not equal the number of those who are so 
quietly meeting in the General Assembly, as if no- 
thing had happened ; and sensible only of the de- 
parture of sixty of their number, by the harmony 
and unity of design which have thereby resulted. 

It may be asked, what course does the seces- 
sion contemplate? We know not; but if they in- 
tend to appeal to the civil law to establish their 
claims to the name and property of the Presbyterian 
Church, they have more courage, than we suppose 
them to possess. ‘The attempt would be rash and fu- 
tile in the extreme. Who has a decided majority of 
the Church? The orthodox. Who has the control 
of the institutions of the Church? The orthodox. 
Who has the records, and funds of the Church? 
The orthodox. Who, as a majority, formed the 
General Assembly agreeably to the plain directions 
of the constitution? The orthodox. And yet a 
minority, without a corporation, without a book or 
paper belonging to the Church, without a cent of 
funds, without one officer in the Church in their 
interest, and notoriously seceding from the main 
body, set up a claim to be the true Church! 
It is preposterous. . We should suppose that they 
have no Serious intention of embarking in any such 
quixotic scheme, and that their present boastful 
pretensions have no other aim than to inspire their 
Presbyteries with confidence, and thus secure 
their concurrence in the new organization. This 
is to them a vital point. Should their Presbyte- 
ties refuse to sanction their secession, they will of 
course come to nought; but our hope is that they 
may be successful in securing their concurrence, 
as it certainly is not desirable that they should be 
thrown back on the Presbyterian Church to create 
fresh disturbance. They have gone out from us, 
because they were not of us; very few of them in- 
deed being Presbyterians by birth and education; 
and certainly not one of them having any peculiar 
attachment to Presbyterian doctrines and institu- 
tions. There can be no objection that they should 
form a separate organization; the laws of Presby- 
terianism restrain no man’s liberty in leaving its 
communion when he shall please; but it is absurd 
to suppose, that when by their voluntary election 
they have gone out from the Church, and done 
this by an open and public act, they should still 
maintain that they are in the Church; nay, that 
they are the very Church itself. Legal advisers, 
as they boast, may have led them to. believe this, 
but these legal gentlemen must have been of a 
second or third rate. When a secession of a mi- 
nority shall be pronounced to be the Presbyterian 
Church by any legal tribunal, it will be time for 
other churches in our land to tremble for their 
rights. Of this, however, there is no reasonable 
fear. 

In a word a division of the Church has been 
effected, and we trust the settlement of the details 
may he accomplished peacefully. Wedo not pre- 
tend to dictate to the secession party, but if they 
shall refrain from litigation, we have strong confi- 
dence that the orthodox will rather waive pecu- 
niary rights than resort to clvil trtvunats.

Proceepincs.—We have not hitherto attempted 
to report debates in the Assembly, for the obvious 
reason that every thing has been done hitherto 
with great unanimity, and with only such debate 
as the transaction of business would call forth, 


Our readers are referred to the Minutes for a series 
of important resolutions proposed by William 
Maxwell, Esq., and unanimously adopted, by 
which the Assembly declared its opinion, that all 
the disorganizers who had been enrolled, had for- 
feited their seats by their disorderly proceeding. 
In this light they will be reported to their Presby- 
teries. The Assembly have also adopted, as will 
be perceived, a plan of supplying their churches 
with ‘Tracts and Sunday School books; and 
have made provision for receiving under its super- 
intendence the present society organized by the 
Synod of Philadelphia. We presume the latter 
body will agree to the transfer, and thereby give to 
their institution greater prominence and efficiency. 
The most important measures, however, which 
the Assembly has yet adopted, are the three Acts 
reported by the committee on the state of the 
Church, to which the reader wil] turn with much 
interest. ‘hese acts may be the subject of future 
comment, but at present we leave them to speak 
for themselves. ‘They were discussed for three 
days, and although the discussion was animated, 
yet it referred principally to the settlement of 
phraseology, amd the measures were eventually 
adopted with great unanimity. 


A CuaLience.—We have been amused by a 
challenge thrown out by the New-school press, 
to show the confidence with which they regard 
their position, which is this; if the orthodox knew 


that they had the majority, why did they not vote 


down Mr. Cleaveland’s motion? ‘This they seem 
to regard as a hard question; but surely it never 
would have been proposed by any one acquainted 
with the rules of the Presbyterian Church. We 
will illustrate the case. Suppose after the or- 
ganization of the house of Congress, an individual 
should rise in his place and propose an important 
motion, and actually put the question, an affirma- 
tive vote to which should be given by a few 
dozens in the house, and a dozen or two in the 
galleries, and then declare that the motion was 
carried, because the great mass of the members 
did not vote at all; would not the whole proceed- 
ing be regarded as ridiculous? Just so in the 
present case. Mr. Cleaveland had no right to put 
aquestion. The Moderator of the Assembly, had 
the exclusive right to propose questions to the 
house for their decision, and the majority, even had 
the opportunity been given them to vote in the 
negative, which was not the case, were too well 
acquainted with the Presbyterian rules of order, to 
countenance in any way, the arrogant assumption 
of power in a disorderly member. 

But we have a question to propose to the gen- 
tlemen in return. If they regarded themselves as 
a majority, why did they adopt so extraordinary a 
mode of procedure? Why did they not wait and 
vote the orthodox down, and prevent them from 
holding the papers and funds, electing officers, 
going on with the regular business, and keeping 
possession of the house ?

The benediction being pronounced, the Mode- 
rator took the chair, and having opened the meet- 
ing with prayer, called upon the Clerk for the roll. 
The Rev. Wm. Patton, a member of ive Third 
Presbytery of New York, rose and asked leave to 
offer certain resolutions which he held in his hand. 

The Moderator declared the request at that time 
to be out of order, as the first business was the re- 
port of the Clerks on the roll. (See Form of 
Government, chap. xii. sec. 7.) | 

Dr. Patton appealed from the decision. The 
Moderator declared the appeal, for the reason al- 
ready stated, to be at that time out of order. Dr. 
Patton stated that the resolutions related to the 
formation of the roll, and began to read the same ; 
but being called to order took his seat. 

The Permanent Clerk, from the standing com- 
mittee of commissions, reported that the tollow- 
ing persons present have been duly appointed com- 
missioners to this General Assembly, and laid their 
commissions on the table. 

After the report of the Committee of Commis- 
sions had been read, the Moderator stated that the 
Commissioners whose commissions had been ex- 
amined, and whose names had been enrolled were 
to be considered as members of this Assembly, (see 
Form of Government Chap. xii. sec. 7.) and added, 
that if there were any Commissioners present from 
Presbyteries belonging to the Presbyterian Church 
whose names had not been enrolled, then was the 
time for presenting their commissions. 

Mr. Erskine Mason rose as he said to offer a re- 
solution to complete the roll by adding the names 
of certain Commissioners, who he said had offered 
their commissions to the Clerks, and had been, by 
them refused. ‘I'he Moderator inquired if they 
were from Presbyteries belonging to the Assembly 
of the last year at the close of its sessions. Mr. 
Mason replied that they were from Presbyteries 
belonging to the Synods of Utica, Geneva, Gene- 
see, and the Western Reserve. The Moderator 
then stated that the motion was out of order at this 
time. Mr. Mason appealed from the decision of 
the Moderator, which appeal also the Moderator 
declared to be out of order, and repeated the call 
for commissions from Presbyteries in connexion 
with the Assembly. 

The Rev. Miles P. Squier, a member of the Pres- 
bytery of Geneva, then rose and stated that he had 
a commission from the Presbytery of Geneva which 
he had presented to the Clerks who refused to re- 
ceive it, and that he now offered it to the Assem- 
bly and claimed his right to his seat. 

The Moderator inquired if the Presbytery of 
Geneva was within the bounds of the Synod of 
Geneva, Mr. Squier replied that it was. The 
Moderator said * we do not then know you, sir,” 
and declared the application out of order. 

The Rev. John P. Cleaveland then rose and be- 
gan to read a paper, the purport of which was not 
heard, when the Moderator called him to order. 
Mr. Cicaveland however, notwithstanding the call 
to order was repeated by the Moderator, persisted 
in the reading; during which the Rev. Joshua 
Moore from the Presbytery of Huntingdon present- 
ed a commission which being examined by the 
Committee of Commissions, Mr. Moore was en- 
rolled and took his seat. 

It was then moved to appoint a Committee of 
elections to which the informal commissions might 
ho roferred; but the reading by Mr. Cleaveland 
still continuing, and the Moderator having in vain 
again called to order, took his seat and the residue 
of the Assembly remaining silent, the business was 
suspended during the short but painful scene of 
confusion and disorder which ensued, after which, 
and the actors therein having left the house, the 
Assembly resumed its business. 


RapicaLism Opposep.—The Rev. Flavel S. 
Mines, pastor of the Laight street church, New 
York, successor of Rev. Dr. Coxe, and member of 
the Third Presbytery of New York, has recently 
published a sermon which is remarkable in many 
respects. Its title is, ‘lhe Church, the Pillar 
and Ground of the Truth,”’ and altogether, it is one 
of the boldest assaults upon modern radicalism, 
which we have ever seen. Mr. Mines, who was 
once regarded as a member of the New-school 
party, and whose associations have been principal- 
ly with them, has seen his error, and honestly 
avows his entire change of opinion. Radicalism, 
and New-schoolism are identical Mr. Mines per- 
ceived it, and was alarmed; and unlike some 
others, he has had the frankness and courage to 
makea public renunciation of his connexion with it, 
For this he is to be praised. Without pretending to 
endorse every thing in the sermon, we regard 
itas a very bold exposure of the metliods by which 
the New-school have attempted to revolutionize 
the Church and the country. It is positively 
the only good thing which we have known to ema- 
nate from the Third Presbytery of New York, and 
we presume its author is already marked and 
avoided by his co-presbyters.

of America, finds itself, by the providence of God, 


in the course of new and unprecedented events, in | 8° 


& position of great difficulty, novelty, and impor- 
tance. The Church led and supported by the God 
of Zion, has, within the last few years, commenced 
a great reform, which had become indispensable to 
its very existence, as organized on the principles 
of the doctrine and order of its own constitution. 
The General Assembly of 1837, carried forward this 
reform, in.several measures of great and momen- 
tous. importance, for the details of which we refer 


to its records. The voice of the Church uttered ina 


multitude of forms, and especially by the commis- 
sioners to the present General Assembly, is clearly 
and decisively in favour of consummating the re- 
form thus auspiciously commenced. But a portion 
_ of the Ministers and Ruling Elders, sent to this As- 
sembly, forgetting, or violating, as we apprehend, 
their duty-to God and to the Church, and choosing 
to depart from us, fiave, in connexion with other 
persons not in the communion of our Church, con- 
stituted a new ecclesiastical organization, which 
they improperly and unjustly assume to call the 
true General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in the United States of America. To meet the 
resent crisis at once, with the temper and spirit 
oming our high vocation, and to preserve in it, 
and carry safely through it, the Church committed 
in so great a degree to our guidance, in times of 
so much trial and disorder, the three following acts 
are now ordained and established, by the Genera] 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in the Uni- 
ted States of America. : 


Act I. 

Sect. I. That in the present state of the Charch, 
all the Presbyteries in our connexion ought to take 
order, and are hereby enjoined to take such order 
as is consistent with this Minute, for the general 
reform and pacification of the Church, and they 
are directed so to do, sometime between the disso- 
lution of the present General Assembly, and the 
fall meetings of the Synods; either at stated, or at 
pro re nata meetings of the Presbyteries, as shal] 
seem most advisable to them respectively. And 
those Presbyteries whose commissioners to this As- 
sembly, have united with others in the formation 
of another Assembly, in the presence of this, and 
with tumult and violence in open contempt of it :— 
or who have advised the formation of said body, 
or adhered to, or attended it, as members thereof, 
after its formation:—or who without taking any 
part therein, have, after its formation, renounced, 
or refused to recognize this true and only General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America, are hereby required to take 
proper order in regard to their said commissioners. 

Sect. Il. In case the majority of any Presbytery 
whose commissioners have acted as aforesaid, shall 
take proper order touching their conduc: in the 
premises, and are willing upon the basis of the As- 
semblies of 1837 and 1836, to adhere to the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United States—then, and 
in that case, the acts of their said commissioners, 
in advising, creating, or uniting with said seces- 
sion, or in refusing to attend an this Assembly, as 
the case may be, shall not prejudice the rights or 
interests, or affect the integrity of said Presbytery, 
or its union with the Presbyterian Church in the 
United States of America, as an integral portion 
thereof. 

Sect. III. In case the majority of any Presby- 
tery shall refuse, or neglect to take proper order 
in regard to its seceding commissioners, or shall 
approve their conduct, or adhere to the new sect 
they have created, or shall decline or fail to adhere 
to the Presbyterian Church in the United States 
of America, upon the said basis of 1837 and 1838, 
for the reform of the Church—then, and in that 
case, the minority of said Presbytery shall be held 
and considered to be the true Presbytery ; and shal] 
continue the succession of the Presbytery by its 
name and style, and from the rendition of the er- 
roneous and schismatical decision, which is the 
test in the case, be the Presbytery ; and if sutt- 
ciently numerous to perform Presbyterial acts, 
shall go forward with all the proper acts and func- 
tions of the Presbytery. 

Sect. IV. In case the minority of any Presbyte- 
ry should be too small to constitute a Presbytery, 
and perform Presbyterial acts, said minority shall 
remain in its existing state, until the next subse- 
quent meeting of the Synod to which it properly be- 
longs, which will then take order on the subject. 
Otherwise, there is a possibility that several Synods 
might be unable to constitute, if majorities of part 
of their Presbyteries should adhere to the seces- 
sion, and the minorities attach themselves to other 
Presbyteries, or several unite into one, before the 
Synods meet. . 

Sect. V. The principles of this act shall be appli- 
ed to churches, with their majorities and minori- 
ties—and to church sessions, as far as they are ap- 
plicable. And the Presbyteries are hereby requir- 
ed so to exercise their watch and care, that as far 
as — all the churches may be preserved: and 
and where unhappily this cannot be done, then that 
the minorities in the sessions and churches shall be 
cared for, and dealt with on the general principles 
now laid down. 

The Assembly is fully sensible that in divided 
Presbyteries and churches, every thing depends, 
under God, upon the promptitude, firmness, wisdom, 
and moderation of the friends of Christ, in this 
great crisis. In this conviction, the whole of that 
part of the subject which relates to churches and 
private Christians, is especially commended to the 
Christian zeal, prudence, and fidelity of the Pres- 
byteries and church sessions. In regard to the 
temporal interests of the churches, and the difficul- 
ties which may arise on their account, the Assem- 
bly advise that, on the one hand, great liberality 
and generosity should mark the whole conduct of 
our people, and especially in cases where our ma- 
jorities in the churches are very large, or our mi- 
norities are very small: while on the other hand, it 
would advise, that providential advantages, and im- 
portant rights, ought not in any case, to be lightly 
thrown away. : 

Sect. VI. It is enjoined on the Synods to take 
order on this subject—to see that the principles 
here laid down are duly enforced—to take care 
that the Presbyteries act as truth and duty require 
in the premises—to make such needful modifica- 
tions in the Presbyteries as their altered circum- 
stances may require—and to promote by all propér 
means the speedy pacification of the churches, by 
delivering and saving them from the leaven of 
heresy, disorder, and schism, which having so long 
worked among them, is at length ready, by God’s 
mercy to be purged away. | 

Sect. VII. The Synods in all cases shall be con- 
sidered lawfully constituted only when formed by 
or out of those Presbyteries recognized as true 
Presbyteries by this Assembly, according to the 
true tenor and intent of this act. 5 


Act II. 

Whereas, the act of the Assembly of June 5th, 
1837, declaring the three Synods of Utica, Geneva, 
and Genesee, to be out of the ecclesiastical con- 
nexion of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America, made ample provision for the 
return into the bosom of the Church of every min- 
ister and church, truly Presbyterian in doctrine 
and order, as well within the bounds of the three 
aforesaid Synods, as within those of the Synod of 
the Western Reserve ; 

And whereas, it is represented to this Assembly, 
that in addition to those who have embraced this 
invitation and provision of the aforesaid act, there 
are others who have held back, and are still waiting 
on the developments of Providence ; 

And whereas, it was never the intention of the 
General Assembly to cause any sound Presbyteri- 
an to be permanently separated from our connex- 
ion, but it is, and always was the desire of the 
Church, that all who really embrace our doctrine, 
love our order, and are willing to conform to our 
discipline, should unite themselves with us; 

And whereas, moreover, the General Assembly 
has no idea of narrowing, but would rather expand 
its geographical} limits, so as to unite in bonds of 
the’most intimate fellowship, every portion of our 
beloved country, and every evangelical Christian 
like minded with ourselves.. It is therefore re- 
solved by the General Assembly of the Presbyteri-.

1. That those ministers and churches living 
within the geographical limits of the Synods of 
Western Reserve, Geneva, Utica, and nesee, 
who are willing to adhere to::the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States on ‘the basis of the | 
acts of the Assemblies of 1837 and 1838, for the 
neral reform of the Church, take steps for the 


immediate organization of as many Presbyteries as

then and there constitute themselves in a regular, 
orderly, and Christian manner, into a Presbytery

3. .If as many as three Presbyteries can be con- 
veniently formed in Western New York, it will be 
orderly for them as soon as possible thereafter, to 
unite and constitute themselves into a Synod, upon 
the principles indicated in this Act ; and such Synod, 
if formed, shall cover the entire territory heretofore 
occupied by the three Synods of Utica, Geneva, 
and Genesee. But in case only one or two Pres- 
byteries can be formed, then application shall be

minority or minorities therein adhering as afore- 
said to the Presbyterian Church, shall be attached 
to, and shall be under the care of the Synod of 
West Tennessee, and may proceed as before direct- 
ed in the Ist Act, and apply for admission to the Sy- 
nod of West Tennessee, whose jurisdiction shall, in 
that case, be extended so as to include the ecclesi- 
astical limits of the Synod of Tennessee; and if 
the like circumstances occur in respect of the Sy- 
nod of Michigan, its minorities shall be under the 
care of the Synod of Cincinnati, on the same prin- 
ciples; and further, if the like circumstances occur

REPLY. 


The following is from the pen of the gen- 
tleman who wrote the pamphlet reviewed by Ma- 
thetes, and whose suggestions have been followed 
by the New-school party in their secession. As it 
is courteous, We insert it without comment. 


Mr. Editor.—In your paper of May 19th, I have 
read the remarks of ** Mathetcs” upon “ A Review 
of the Expulsive Proceedings of the General Assem- 
bly of 1837,” and presuming that neither he nor you 
have any wish except to arrive at the truth, I venture 
to ask of you an insertion of a very brief reply to his 
objections. It is not my wish to discuss any of the 
points anew. I think he has misunderstood me, 
and 1 only propose to state my meaning more 
clearly if possible. His remarks have not “ wound- 
ed my feelings,” nor do I deem him “ uncourteous.” 
Far from it. I am pleased with the manner of his 
article. Pleasant irony, and good natured sarcasm, 
as well as sound argument and manly rebuke, are 
among the legitimate weapons of discussion and 
criticism, and their gentlemanly use is entirely 
consistent with honest impartiality and discrimina- 
ting justice. Their recoil is, however, their most 
effective action if they be founded on misconstruc- 
tion and unfairness. And while I accord to Mathe- 
tes the best motives, and attribute to him no inten- 
tion to pervert, I am constrained to say that his 
criticism is entirely without foundation, and that 
in every point my meaning is misrepresented. 

In the sense in which he seems to use “ impar- 

tiality,” it is not probable that either of us will con- 
sider the other impartial. In any just sense of that 
word, however, I do not perceive wherein he can 
charge me with partiality. But as the force of my 
argument must depend upon the soundness of my 
views alone, and not upon my impartiality, I leave 
Mathetes to treat that in his own way. 
My consistency is questioned, because ina note 
I approve of the course of the Assembly in relation 
to the Synod of New Jersey, calling it “the con- 
stitutional course.’’ That course was—not cutting 
off the Synod for irregularities in one or more 
Presbyteries—but enjvining the Synod to exercise 
its constitutional power in correcting the irregu- 
larity; and the Synod therefore enjoined the Pres- 
bytery to correct the irregularity, which was one 
of proceedings in allowing those to sit and act in 
the Presbytery who were not constitutionally enti- 
tled todoso. This clearly is not inconsistent with 
the argument to prove that the only mode in which 
the Assembly can operate upon the Presbyteries is 
by the intervention of the Synods, either by send- 
ing directions down to the Synods, or by deciding 
an appeal brought up from the Synods. Nor is it 
inconsistent with the rights of the Presbytery and 
Synod as stated in the Review, but in direct and 
entire accordance with them. The power exerci- 
sed is clearly the power of review—of supervision, 
which is abundantly asserted in the Review. 

The Synod of New Jersey having no possible 
connexion with the Plan of Union, I have in vain 
endeavoured to discover the force of the question 
of Mathetes on that subject. 3 

Mathetes also questions the correctness of the 
assertion that Synods are not composed of Presby- 
teries. The assertion was so evidently true that I 
did not attempt to prove it. He has, however, 
quoted chapter and verse, and proved it for me.” 
*« A Synod,” he quotes, “is a convention of the 
Bishops and Elders within a district including at 
least three Presbyteries.” It is the “ district” that 
includes the Presbyteries, and not Synods that are 
composed of Presbyteries. The constitution does 
not “make -the sume blunder.” | 

Again, Mathetes denies the correctness of the 


else, that are represented in the Assembly! !” I 


am surprised at this, Could not “the children of 
the Church” teach him better. It is true, and the 
Review 1s very explicit on the point, that the 
General Assembly represents the whole Church 
and all the churches, but it does so immediately 
through the Presbyteries and sessions. Did Ma- 
thetes ever hear of a church appointing a delegate 
to the Assembly ? 

Neither should Mathetes represent me as saying 
that the Synod and the Assembly have no powers 
except those of an appellate court. It is only when 
speaking of them as courts that I say they are only 
appellate courts. Their other powers are clearly 
admitted and stated in the Review, and it is sur- 
prising that it has escaped his notice. : 

Again, he says, “the Reviewer and the Consti- 
tution disagree on another point. The Reviewer 
says, neither has one judicatory the right to try or 
condemn another judicatory. The higher judica- 
tory has power over the past proceedings and deci- 
sions of the lower ones to review and censure, 
affirm or reverse the proceedings and decisions, 
but over the judicatory there is no power,” 
and he quotes a portion of the Constitution, show- 
ing beyond dispute the truth of my position ; thus, 
‘* When important delinquency or grossly uncon- 
stitutional proceedings appear in the records of any 
judicatory, or are charged against them by common 
fame, the first step to be taken by the judica- 
tory next aboye is to cite the judicatory alleged to 
have offended to appear and to show what it has 
done, or failed to do in the case in question”— not 
to be tried, but to state the facts; not to be pun- 
ished, but to furnish the means of correcting the 
proceeding. Mathetes seems to think that cita- 
tion is trial. ~ After quoting the “ first step,” why 
did he not quote the remainder of the sentence, 
showing the next step? “ after which the judica- 
tory thus issuing the citation shall remit the whole 
matter to the delinquent judicatory, with a direc- 
tion to dispose of it in a constitutional manner ! ! 
Vid. Book Chap. 7, Sec. 1, Art. 6. 

When I gave the title “Presbyterianism” to 
that pamphlet, I honestly supposed that all would 
consider me the friend of genuine unmixed Pres- 
byterianisin, whatever they might think of the ar- 
gument in relation to the acts of the last Assem- 
bly. My object was to preserve the union, integ- 
rity, and purity of the Presbyterian Church, and I 
do not doubt that a candid examination will find 
that object promoted on every page of it. The 
tendency of its principles, and the force of the ar- 
gument so far as they have any effect, must be to 
induce “all the churches and Presbyteries to see 
to it, that their organization be Presbyterian, and 
their action in honest conformity to the Constitu- 
tion, Form of Government and discipline, which if 
not by an oath, by an equally solemn act of appro- 
val they are bound to sustain and enforce,” and to 
convince all parties that the only course likely to 
produce such a result was a course of constitutional 
action, characterized by mildness, and charity, and 
moderation, but stistained bya firm adherence to 
old principles, and deriving its force, in the words 
of the constitution, from its own justice, the appro- 
bation of an impartial public, and the countenance 
and blessing of the great Head of the Church uni- 
versal.

MURDER OF A MISSIONARY FAMILY. 


The Southern Christian Advocate (Methodist) 
publishes the following letter giving a moving de- 
scription of a massacre by the Florida Indians. The 
writer is Superintendent of the Alachua Mission 
on the Tallahassee District : 

“Dear Brother Capers—I am ruined! While 
engaged in my labours in the Alachua mission | 
received a letter bearing awful tidings. It inform- 
ed me that the Indians had murdered my family! 
I set out for home, hoping that it might not prove 
as bad as the letter stated; but O my God, it is, if 
not even worse! My precious children Lorick, 
Pierce and Elizabeth, were killed and burned up 
in the house. My dear wife was shot, stabbed, 
and stamped, seemingly to death, in the yard. But 
after the wretches went to pack up their plunder, 
she revived and crawled off from the scene of death 
to suffer a thousand deaths during the dreadful 
night which she spent alone by the side of a pond 
bleeding at four bullet holes and more than half a 
dozen stabs—three deep gashes to the bone on her 
head and three stabs through the ribs, besides a 
number of similar cuts and bruises. She is yet 
living—and O help me to pray that she may stil] 
live. My negroes lay dead all about the yard and 
woods, and my every thing else burned to ashes. 
Pray for me. 

My family was on a short visit to my father-in- 
law, for the purpose of having some supplies sent 
up from our plantation to our temporary residence 
in the mission, and during this brief period the aw- 
ful catastrophe took place.

Cnrrokess! The President of the United States has 
sent me, with a powerful army, to cause you, in obedi- 
ence to tbe treaty of 1835, to join that part of your peo- 
| ple who are already established in prosperity on the 
‘other side of the Mississippi. Unhappily, the two 
! years which were allowed for the purpose, you have 
| suffered to pass away without following, and without 
| making any preparation to follow, and now, or by the 
| time that this solemn address shall reach your distant 
, Settlements, the emigration must be commenced in 
| haste, but, I hope, without disorder. I have no power, 
_ by granting a farther delay, to correct the error that 
you have committed. The full moon of May is already 
/on the wane, and before another shall have passed 
away, every Cherokee, man, woman, and child, in 
those States, must be in motion to join their brethren 
in the far West. 


My Friends: This is no sudden determination on | 


the part of the President, whom you and I must now 
obey. By the treaty, the emigration was to have been 
completed on or before the 23d of this month; and the 
President has constantly kept you warned, during the 
two years allowed, through all his officers and agents 
in the country, that the treaty would be enforced. 

1 am come to carry out that determination. My 

troops already occupy many positions in the country 
that you are to abandon, and thousands and thousands 
are approaching, from every quarter, to render resis- 
tance and escape alike hopeless. All those troops, 
regular and militia, are your friends Receive them 
and confide in them as such. Obey them when they 
tell you that you can remain no longer in this country. 
Soldiers are as kind hearted as brave, and the desire of 
every one of us is to execute our painful duty in mer- 
cy. We are commanded by the President to act to- 
ward you in that spirit, and such is also the wish of 
the whole people of America. : 
_ Chiefs, head men and warriors! Will you, then, by 
resistance, compel us to resort to arms? God forbid! 
Or will you, by flight, seek to hide yourselves in moun- 
tains and forests, and thus oblige us to hunt you down ? 
Remember that, in pursuit, it may be impossible to 
avoid conflicts. ‘The blood of the white man, or the 
blood of the red man may be spilt, and if spilt, however 
accidentally, it may be impossible for the discreet and 
-humane among you, or among us, to prevent a general 
war and carnage. Think of this, my Cherokee breth- 
ren! I am an old warrior, and have been present at 
many a scene of slaughter; but spare me, I beseech 
you, the horror of witnessing the destruction of the 
Cherokees. 

Do not, I invite you, ever: wait for the close approach 
of the troops; but make such preparations for emigra- 
tion’ as you can, and hasten to this place, to Ross’s 
Landing or to Gunters Landing, where you all will be 
received in kindness by officers selected for the pur- 
pose. You will find food for all, and clothing for the 
destitute, at either of those places, and thence at your 
ease, and in comfort be transported to your new homes 
according to the terms of the treaty. 

This is the address of a warrior to warriors. May 
his entreaties be kindly received, and may the God of 
both, prosper the Americans and the Cherokees, and 
preserve them long in peace and friendship with each 
other.

Map, agreeably to a late act. 

New Hampshire—The Governor and Council com. 
menced their annual May session in this town on 
Tuesday last. We understand that, on Friday, Hon. 
Levi Woodbury was unanimously nominated as Chicf 
Justice of the Superior Court, to supply the vacancy 
occasioned by the death of the late Judge Richardson. 
His appointment may therefore be considered certain. 
A more judicious selection could not have been made, 
or one more acceptable to the citizens of the State al- 
most universally.—fatriot. 


Dividend on the Safety Fund.—The Comptroller 
since the resumption of specie payments has made a 
dividend of four per cent., on the capital of the Safety 
Fund paid into'the Treasury ; and has appointed the 
same among the Safety Fund Banks in proportion to 
the amount contributed by each.— Albany Argus. 


The Arkansas.—Captain Shreve states that he has 
had great success in improving the navigation of the 
Arkansas, and that there are no snags left in the Mis- 
sissippi below the mouth of the Ohio. All in the Ohio 
found in April have likewise been removed. 


Freshet.—The late heavy rains have caused a freshet 
in the Susquchannah river, and we learn from the 
Columbia Spy that “many arks and rafts were torn 
from their fastenings and drifted down the river, most 
of which would be greatly injured, and some entirely 
lost by being thrown upon the rocks.” 


A Crash.—The gable walls of a new three story 
brick building in East King street, Lancaster, fell on 
Tuesday last, 22d ult., crushing in the roof of an ad- 
joining house occupied by Mr. David Donnelly. ‘Three 
ladies were for a time buried beneath the ruins, but 
were extricated without any serious injury. 


Spurious Notes.—The Kittanning Gazette says, that 
spurious notes purporting to be of the Bank of Phila- 
delphia, are in circulation. There is no such bank. 
They are probably intended to be imposed upon the 
public as the notes of the Philadelphia Bank; and 
there may be many who do not know that the Phila- 
delphia Bank is not the Bank of Philadelphia. They 
should be upon their guard. 


The Contest with the Cherokees.—As was anticipated, 
blood has already been shed in the attempt of the 
Government to remove the Cherokees by force. We 
subjoin the particulars from the Milledgeville Journal 
of the 15th May. We regret to learn that violence has 
been already committed by the Cherokees within our 
limits. Dr. John Bruster, late Surveyor General of 
the state, has fallen a victim to their hostility. His 
ferryman was killed, it is stated, a few hours previous, 
at the ferry, from whence they procceded to his house. 
His body was pierced by four balls. 


Rathbun.—We learn from Buffalo, that Benjamin 
Rathbun has at length been admitted to bail, and re- 
leased from his protracted confinement. ‘The amount 
of bail required, and for which bonds have been given, 
is in all 20,000 dollars—being 5000 dollars on each 
pending indictment. 

Prince de Joinville—The Prince de Joinville, son of 
Louis Phillip, King of France, arrived in Hampton 
Roads on Monday, 20th ult. in the French ship of the 
line Hercule, accompanied with the cdrvctte Favourite. 
We learn from the Norfolk Herald that the Prince of 
Joineville came to Norfolk the same evening. The 
next morning he proceeded via the Portsmouth and 
Roanoke rail road, on his northern tour, accompanied 
by the commander of the corvette, and another officer. 
The ships will wait at Norfolk till his return, and in 
the mean time take in provisions and stores prepara- 
tory to sailing for France. The Prince has since 
visited Washington, Baltimore, and Philadelphia. 


National Road.—The great Cumberland, or Nation- 
al Road, has cost the U. S. government thus far 
$6,365,083. It runs through Maryland, Ohio, Indi- 
ana, and Illinois, and it is now proposed in Congress 
to continue it through Missouri. 


Fire—The Albany Evening Journal contains on 
account of a most destructive fire at that place on I'ri- 
day, 25th ult. The extensive and valuable Coach Fac- 
tory of James Gould & Co. is entirely destroyed. Mr. 
Gould’s loss is not less than 45,000 dollars, on which 
there was an insurance of 19,500 dollars in the Albany, 
Merchants, Mutual and Hartford Companies. A num. 
ber of two story buildings, occupied for mechanical 
purposes, were destroyed. Several of them belonged 
to coach makers, and contained articles highly in- 
flammable. ‘The names of those burnt out are Messrs. 
Martin, Jewell, Clark, Keeton, Thomas, Williams, 
‘Thompson, Cole, and Russ. 


Carlisle Barracks.—We learn from the Carlisle Pa. 
Herald, that an order has been issued for the immedi- 
ate repair of the barracks at that place—it having been 
determined to make that station a school of military 
practice for cavalry, where all the recruits for the Dra- 
goon corps are directed to be sent to reccive instruc- 
tion. ‘The order, it is said, further directs the purchase 
of eighty horses, for the purposes of the establishment ; 
and the whole is placed under the command of Captain 
kV. Sumner. 


Arrival of Troops.—A considerable body of United 
States’ troops arrived from Florida at New Orleans on 
the 17th ult, in the brig Spartan, schooner Caroline, 
and United States’ transport Columbia. ‘There were 
five companies of Infantry and two of Artillery—ma- 
king in all 352 men. The Tennessee volunteers from 
Florida arrived at Nashville on the 19th ult. Their 
commanding officer, Major Lauderdale, died at Baton 
Rouge. 

Relief of the Charieston Sufferers.—Several farther 
contributions have been made at Savannah to the 
Charleston sufferers—a balance of $113 froim the citi- 


zens, $156 from the Independent Presbyterian church, 
$100 from the fair of the scholars of the Baptist Sab- 
bath school, and $263 from the congregation of Christ 
Church. The Methodists of Columbia, S.C. have con- 
tributed $400 for the rebuilding of the two places of | 
worship of that society at Charleston, destroyed by the 
fire. ‘The Mayor of Charleston acknowledges from the 
city council of Macon, Geo. $2000, from the Secretary 
of War Mr. Poinsett $100, from Messrs. Brown, New- 
bold, & Co. of Philadelphia, $100, and from various 
other sources of private Contribution, &c. $1219, of 
which $700 were from the Heyward family. Thir- 
teen thousand dollars have been collected in the city of 
New York; and nearly fifteen hundred in Petersburg, 
Virginia. The Contributions were daily increasing. 


Fatal Accident.—As the boat ‘A Howland” was 
passing under one of the bridges in the side cut at the 
lower part of West-Trouy, Albany, on Monday morning, 
a young woman who was standing on the cabin stairs | 
was caught between one of the cross beams and the | 
cabin top, and instantly killed. Her name was Han- | 
nah A. Sawyer, from Seneca Falls. Verdict “ acci- | 
dental death.” 

Saginaw Indians.—The principal chiefs of this ! 
band, with many of their tribe, attended a council at 
Saginaw city on the 5th ult., held for the purpose of 
inducing them to give up the murderers of the Glass | 
family. Mr. Conner, a venerable old gentleman who | 
has resided in that vicinity for a great length of time, 
who is familiar with the Indian character and lan- 
guage, and whose influence over these untutored chil- 
dren is felt and acknowledged by themselves, addressed ; 
them on the subject, and was eloquently replied to by 
the chief speaker. He denied any knowledge of the 
murder, but readily consented to send a band of his 
young braves in quest of the alleged murderers. Five 
Indians have since been arrested on suspicion and are 
now confined at Saginaw. 


Singular Effects of Lightning.—We have already 
mentioned that the house of Alderman Tucker, in 
Broadway, near the corner of 10th strect, was struck 
with lightning during the heavy shower of ‘Tuesday 
evening. ‘Two young gentlemen were sitting at the 
time in a room at the corner of 9th street and Broadway, : 
with their windows open, and a sperm candle burning 
on the table. ‘This candle, which was 8 or 10 inches 
long, was completely melted by the shock,—and the 
wick, having nothing to support it, fell down, and 
directly “ went out.” At the same time the young men 
experienced an extraordinary sensation of heat, which 
soon covered their faces with sweat. ‘The distance of 
their room from Mr. Tucker’s house is perhaps 300 
feet. ‘These facts are stated to us by one of the young 
gentlemen alluded to. The explanation of the phe- 
nomenon we leave to others.—N. Y. Jour. Com. 


Custom House Frauds.—The mode in which the 
late Custom House frauds in the Eastern cities have 
been perpetrated, is said to be this—it has been for 
some time the practice, to purchase in ,Gloucester and 
Wiltshire, in England, 16s cloths, which, by a process, 
are so altered as to assume the appearance of 5 shilling 
cloths here, by which means they are entered and 
passed at our custom house as such, and at the low duty 
laid on such cloths. They are then papi to a 
well known establishment near New York, where they 
are ingeniously transformed again into their original 
livery, and sold for 16 sh. cloths, which they in fact are. 
This description of goods has been recently detected at 
the New York custom house, and the recent seizures 
at Boston and Baltimore have reference to this article. 
—Si. Louis Bulletin. 


The Safety Fund Banks.—By the monthly state- 
ments of the Safety fund banks of this state, for the 
first instant, it appears that at that date their total cir- 
culation was $12,566,499; specie $8,363,762; loans 
and discounts $50,847,325; individual deposites, 
$15,519,137. The statement shows a diminution of 
loans and discounts for the last month, of $887,474; an 
increase of specie of $3,515,872; an increased circu- 
lation of $1,908,884; an increase of individual de- 
posites of $1,077,583. As the. law requiring these 
monthly statements, expired with the resumption of 
specie payments, on the 16th instant, it is not probable 
we shall very soon again be made acquainted with the 
situation of our banks.—WN. Y. Sun. 


Monrovia.—The ‘Town of Monrovia, near Tuscaloo- 
sa, Alabama, was destroyed by fire about the 17th ult., 
every building in it, (except a kitchen and hen house) 
including the Church, Academy, Banking house, 
Post Office, and Exchange, being swept away as with 
the besom of destruction. The fire is believed to be 
the act of an incendiary, and suspicion has fallen on 
the Cashier of the Bank, as it is believed he had em- 
bezzled a large atnount of the funds in his charge. 


Emigrants—The ship Carrol of Carrolton, from 
Liverpool arrived at New York on Friday brought two 
hundred Welsh passengers—farmers and mechanics, 
ull bound for Ohio. 


LOWER CANADA. 


The Pique frigate, for whose safety fears had been 
entertained, arrived at Quebec on the 21st, after a pas- 
sage of 27 days from Halifax. She had on board 
$500,000 for the military chest. Lord Durham had 
not arrived on the evening of the 2lst, nor was it 
known, on that day, that the ship had reached the 
mouth of the St. Lawrence. A letter from Quebec, 
announces the arrival of the Rainbow sloop-of-war, 
with another half million of dollars for the public ser- 
vice. 

Montreal Courier of the 23d inst. says It 
is with deep regret that we state that a duel took place 
early yesterday morning, on the race course, in which 
Major Warde, of the Royal Regiment, fell mortally 
wounded at the first fire, and expired, we believe al- 
most instantly. Mr. Robert Sweeney is reported to 
have been the other principal in the affair. A coro- 
ner’s inquest was held on the body of Major Warde in 
the afternoon, when the jury returned a verdict that 
the deceased dicd from a gun-shot wound inflicted by 
some person or persons unknown. 


FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


Arrivals at New York bring London papers to May 
Ist inclusive. 

Parliament re-assembled on the 25th of April, after 
the recess. The proceedings were of no general in- 
terest. In the House of Commons, a number of peti- 
tions were presented against the bill for the extension 
of copy-right. The attorney general said he should 
feel it his duty to oppose the bill. Mr. Sergeant Tal- 
fourd moved the second reading of the bill, and sup- 
ported it in a long and eloquent specch. 

Lord Melbourne stated in the House of Lords on the 
30th of April, that the order in council allowing Eng- 
lishmen to engage in the service of the Queen of 
Spain, would not be renewed. 

Also that the coronation would be postponed to the 
28th of June. 

The intelligence from Hanover is somewhat impor- 
tant. ‘I'he opposition to the King’s projects grows 
more and more decided, in the chambers as well as 
the country. 

The thirty-cighth annual meeting of the Church 
Missionary Society was held on the Ist May at Exeter 
Hall. The Earl of Chichester in the chair. The 
funds at present amount to £83,000, being an increase 
of £11,000 since last year. 3 

There was a great riot among the workmen on the 
Great Western rail way—mostly Irishmen—near Bris- 
tol, which commenced on the 2Ist of April, and con- 
tinued several days. Large detachments of troops 
were obliged to be sent among them, to restore order. 

The workmen at the other end of the road, near 
London, also broke out, and were put down by a 
squadron of the lancers, and some detachments of 
police. 

A dinner was given to Lord Palmerston by his con- 
stituents at Tiverton, on the 25th of April, at which he 
addressed them in a long specch, reviewing the con- 
duct of the goverminent. 

In the course of his speech he paid the highest com- 
pliments to the government of the United States, for 
its conduct during the Canada rebellion. 

The advices from Spain were highly favourable to 
the cause of the Queen. The faction of Basilio had 
been dispersed—the expedition in Upper Arragon had 
been entirely defeated, and compelled to retrace its 
steps into Navarre. Several of the smaller Carlist 
bands had been defeated, and the levy en massee or- 
dered by Don Carlos in Navarre, met with the great- 
est resistance from the inhabitants. 

Lonpon, April 25th—Kgening.—The commercial ad- 
vices which have been received from the United States 
are considered tu be far from satisfactory by those who 
are more immediately connected with the commerce of 
model republic.” 

Lonpon, April 26.—The despatch of Sir Francis 
Head is the main topic of interest, and his personal 
presence in this city having arrived in the same ves- 
sel that brought his despatch, will rather increase than 
diminish the feeling which so remarkable a document 
is calculated to produce. : :

TROUBLE IN HAYTTI. 


The Editors of the New York Journal of Commerce 
have been favoured with the following extract of a let- 
ter from Port au Prince, dated May 5, 1838. Gen. 
Inginac, if we mistake not, was a surt of Prime Minis- 
ter to President Boyer. 

‘The town is in commotion, from an attempt to as- 
sussinate General Inginac on the morning of the 2d. 
The General was shot in his chamber by a ruffian, 
stated to have been sent express from Leogane. The 
ball passed through his neck, coming out through his 
mouth, breaking his under jaw. A revolt, it is said, 
tuo place this morning at Leogane. The National 
Guards are all under arms, and great anxiety is mani- 
fested on all sides. We hope, however, for a peaceable 
result. The wound of Gen. Inginac is supposed to be 


mortal. 
FROM CANTON. 


A letter received at New York by the Asia, which 
Icft Lintin on the 13th January, informs that the Eng- 
lish merchants had just succeeded in smuggling into 
Canton one thousand chests of opium through the 
agency of Chinese officers, whom they had bribed for 
a suin of four hundred thousand dollars. It is death, 
according to the laws of China, to land a single chest 
of opium in the country ; and if the news of this daring 
enterprise shall come to the ears of the Emperor, we 
may expect by the next arrival, a few more special 
edicts from his Celestial Majesty for the suppression of 
the illegal traffic, and for the immediate departure of 
the barbarians from the Chinese waters.

EFFECTS OF MORAL AGENTS 
N THE HEALTH OF MAN. 


BY RICHARD BURKE, M. D. 


In calling public attention to the powerful 
influence of mural or immaterial causes in the 
production of disease, J am entering on a sub- 
ject of some difficulty: yet the question is 
one which has been so little attended to by 
writers on popular medicine, and one zo full 
of interest to the well being of us all, that it 
cannot fail to attract some notice. It is 
strange, that whilst we find untiring efforts 
made, by men too, of great industry and ta- 
lent, to analyse and test the endless variety of 
substances that affect our system, either as 
aliment in the shape of food, or by their che- 
mical or mechanical operation, as medicines, 
that immaterial causes should have been 
nearly neglected. With the profession, of 
course, their full importance has been always 
duly estimated ; but with the busy world who 
are ever most exposed to their injurious ef- 
fects, they are seldom if ever thought of. 
Wecannot expect that the ordinary classes of 
men, whose very life is engrossed by worldly 
cares and anxious pursuits, can bestow much 
time in speculating on hidden causes. The 
duty then of us physicians, whose pursuits 
and studies in life make us familiar with such 
abstruse matters, is to place questions of this 
nature, involving such deep and general in- 
terest, before the plainest understandings, in 
language so free from professional technicali- 
ty, that he who runs may read. 

If I can succeed in impressing on the 
minds of my readers that there is a powerful 
agent in the production of disease distinct and 
independent of any thing which is taken into 
the body in the shape of food or drink, I shall, 
to a certain extent, have affected the object 
of this paper. In popularizing subjects of 
this nature, 1 am evidently lessening the in- 
fluence of the physician: for it is an axiom 

that. every discovery which knonwledge has 
produced, by enriching the mass, diminishes 


: the empire of the individual. 


~~ Of the influence which the morale exer- 
cises over the physique of even the stoutest 
amongst us, a day scarcely passes without 
affording unanswerable proofs. Poets, philos- 
ophers, and moralists, all admit its control- 
ling power; even savage nations talk of it. 
According to the prevailing state of the 
moral affections or ideas, so may the action of 
organs essential to our very existence be 


_ altered, suspended or entirely changed. We 


all know how powerfully the manners and 
habits of our friends and acquaintances are 
influenced by a constant train of impressions; 
perhaps there are but few of us who have al- 
together escaped them. Of the mysterious 
agency of this power, there are but few in- 
deed who cannot supply ample proofs. I do 
not consider that there is any man, however 
elevated in the social scale, or blessed with 


the good things of this world, who has not 


had his moments of mental suffering. Let 
but one of those moments of moral irritation 
occur immediately after a hearty dinner, and 
see the result. ‘The quiet and healthy pro- 
cess of digestion, which was just commenc- 
ing in the stomach, is interrupted, the mind 
becomes so absorbed with painful thoughts, 
that the whole alimentary canal refuses to 
act on its contents, as though all its energy 
was engrossed by the mind. 

I will not deny that much of the disease, 
and consequently much of the misery of hu- 
man life, springs from the stomach; but that 
there are other sources must also be admitted, 
amongst which moral agents hold a prominent 
place. The great directing influence of mind 
over nearly all the movements of life, will re- 
concile us in some degree to this immaterial 
agency in disease as well as health. There 
isegascely a function of any organ which is not 
wader its control—none certaintly indepen- 
dent of it. The heart, to a certain extent, 
may be considered least dependent on it, but 
occasionally ‘excited by it into inordinate 


meet with madness before the age of puber- 
ty ; previous to that epoch we find many im- 
beciles and epileptics; thus showing that 
‘madness in some instances depends on the 


Lactive energies of the mind. 


The amount of disease which springs from 
this cause alone, in a community like Lon- 
don, is great indeed. The sea of troubles in 
which nine-tenths of its population are con- 
stuntly kept by their engagements or specula- 
tions, is too great for the machine of man to 
endure. Occupied during the day in the 
moving scenes in which he himself is a busy 
agent, he retires at night to rest, with a hope 
of recruiting his exhausted frame, but in vain. 
The mind, full of its absorbing anxieties, or 
torn by the disappointments of the preceding 
day, now turns over all the little incidents in 
which its hopes have been blighted, and its 
prospects clouded, with, perhaps, a perspec- 
tive of age and poverty in the distance. Un. 
der this state of feeling, and it must be ad- 
mitted the picture is not overdrawn, few, I 
think, can rest in quiet. Another day comes, 
and with it all its cares and vexations. The 
poor frame is but ill prepared for the duties 
which it has again to undergo, and gradually 
sinks. The effect of this disturbed rest will 
vary on each individual. Every one, we 
know, possesses organs of greater or lesser 
proportion, each has his strong and weak one, 
and in which certain functions predominate. 
Passions, errors in diet, or any deviations 
from nature, render them more manifest. Cer- 
tain parts of our system are thus rendered 
the centres of motion or action by the con- 
centration of sensibility, which the mind thus 
directs upon them, and in this way very often 
generates disease. Here some disturbance 
must necessarily take place in the distribution 
of the fluids. The state of inactivity or re- 
pose, if I may so term it, in which the body 
is placed, no longer renders a quick and 


| equable circulation, similar to that which is 


required when the body is in motion, neces- 
sary, yet the mind being still active and at 
work, distributes to particular organs an un- 
usual supply of blood, or other fluids, thus 
laying the foundation of future disease. 


There are, doubtless, many in this great 
city, who, with ample means, are yet unable 
to lay up even a moderate share of wealth.— 
Many think that they have done all that na- 
ture requires, when they prepare a good re- 
past. Before any benefit can be derived from 
those good things, there are many small items 
necessary to keep up the healthy play of 
man’s organization. ‘There must be between 
the fluids and solids a fixed proportion, the 
former must have a certain degree of density, 
the latter a certain degiee of tension, the 
muscular system a fixed energy, and the cir- 
culating fluids move on with a certain mo- 
mentum. It would be absurd to suppose that 
this order.can be long maintained in the busy 
scenes of a London life. The strength and 
animal passions begin insensibly to decline, 
and the unhappy stomach is called on to sup- 
ply those defects. In this state the common 
resource is stimulants; but those which, 
under the ordinary condition of a weakened 
stomach would be adequate, are here utterly 
powerless. A larger supply and a greater 
variety are now absolutcly necessary to rouse 
the system for the demands which the busi- 
ness of life makes on it. This increase of 
stimulants is sure to be followed by derange- 
ment in some important organ. None so 
readily sympathizes with the stomach as the 
brain; so that any extraordinary demand 
made on the former, is invariably attended 
with excitement of the latter. Many suppose 
that all that is necessary is done, when they 
prepare a regular supply of stimulants and ge- 
nerous diet, for the restoration of strength. 
This is, indeed, acoarse and mechanical view 
of the mystery of animal growth and repair. 
Our general strength is not repaired by the 
simple quantity of nutritious particles alone 
which food contains; it is perhaps as much 
from the general movement which the sto- 
mach and epigastric system excite, whose in- 
fluence over our economy would seem to de- 
pend less on the nature of the nutritious mat- 
ter, than the character and degree of the im- 
pulse which they impart. Observation has 
satisfied us that many articles of diet do not 
uniformly act on their simple quality of nutri- 
ment; their effects arise, in a great degree, 
from the constant impression which they 
communicate to our organs, and the waste of 
muscular energy in the business of life, is 
restored as much by the excitement of our 
organic functions, as the gross amount of 
nutricious matter which the food contains. 
That some attention to diet and regimen is 
necessary, it would be absurd to deny. By it 
we may change or alter, not only the mode of 
action of our organs, but their intimate dispo- 
sitions. As diet is good or bad, so wil! it im- 
prove, alter or entirely destroy our constitu- 
tion. Thus we daily either strengthen or 
weaken each organ. The ancients had a cor- 
rect knowledge of this branch of medical 
science ; and recent investigations into the 
physical history of man, show its great im- 
portance. In countries where the people are 
ill fed, as among the Esquimaux and Green- 
landers, a very low order of intellectual de- 
velopment obtains, so that our stupidity as 
rational beings is in the direct ratio to our 
poverty of diet. The early Christians had 
greater difficulty in instructing people who 
lived in great poverty, than those living in 
comfort ; and as the quality of their food im- 
proved, their intellectual faculties developed 
themselves. We have all had opportunities 
of contrasting the mental capabilities of peo- 
ple inhabiting a rich wine country with those 
of a more barren soil. cn 
That our sensibility is in a great degree sub- 
ject to the influence of mind, is a point upon 
which all agree. Of this we have experience, 
in the impressions which external objects 
produce on us when under the influence of 
depressing passions, and how entirely they 
differ when under opposite states of mind. 
Our organs are only capable of maintaining 
their healthy functions in proportion as they 
receive a healthy supply of stimulus from the 
nervous system, of which the brain, and its 
dependencies, are the proper sources, and 
whose influence is a to the minutest 
fibre of our frame, which animates, governs, 
and directs its complex movements. We 
must at once see how necessary it is to keep 
that organ, whose agency is so powerful over 
our very miagutest motion, whether voluntary 
or involuntary, in a state of healthy quietude. 
Whether as a common reservoir of sensibility, 
or a direct agent in the operations of mind, 
the brain appears to share more directly, and 
more generally, than any other organ, in the 
impressions made on the stomach. Of this 
we have a familiar illustration. A little soljd 

ium taken into the stomach, produces its 
effects on the brain before it could possibly be 
dissolved in the stomach. : 
Our system isa complex one, in .which 


that we never ‘many things combine for 


plicable end—life. For this all the functions 
must be performed, and move on in regular 
and exact order. Should this general concert 
be disturbed, disease, under one form or 
another, presents itself, varying, as the pre- 
dominance of one organ, or set of organs, may 
have been. Thus, literary labours augment 
the sensibility of the nervous system, and 
weaken’ the muscular, whilst, if we reverse 
the order of action, we obtain contrary effects. 
The sensibility of an organ, we know, is fre- 
quently increased from debility alone; and 
writers on medical subjects have all agreed, 
that a state or condition of weakness, be- 
comes a principle of action or excitement. 
This point has not been urged on public at- 
tention with that force which its simple, but 
important, results merit. Many think if they 
do but live low, that no disease can possibly 
occur. This is an error, in many instances 
fatal. Too small a quantity of healthy blood, 
from low diet, for the healthy nutrition of an 
organ, begets disease, as well as too large a 
supply.. Every day exhibts in our streets, 
poor impoverished creatures, with tottering 
gait, confused vision, and faltering voice, 
whose blood is no longer able to supply the 
necessary stimulus. Here effects are not un- 
like those which procced from contrary 
causes, as cases of blood in sanguinous apo- 
plexy. 
In considering the mortality of large towns, 
as London, Paris, Vienna, I am of opinion 
that a large portion of it is to be ascribed to 
diseases originating purely in mental or moral 
causes. Let us look at London. The life 
of thousands who embark in its absorbing 
speculations, is but one fitful scene from 
their entrance to theirexit. Some Jed on by 
ambition, others by avarice, but by far the 
largest portion by the pressing wants of an 
increasing family, or dependent relatives. 
Here then are inexhaustible sources of dis- 
ease. The diseases over which physicians 
can exercise but a limited control is small in- 
deed, and which, in defiance of our best di- 
rected efforts, will run their course—as cho- 
lera, small pox, &c. These are not, how- 
ever, the diseases which swell the bills of 
mortality; they spring from other sources. 
Man himself is the author of his own infitmi- 
ties. It is true, we find diseases classed in 
our bills of mortality with great precision,— 
as, fifty died of liver complaint, half the num- 
ber of diseased spleen, and double the num- 
ber of organic disease of the heart ; for with 
some doctors, this complaint is so common, 
that it might be considered epidemic. These 
reports generally give us the appearance after 
death, without any reference to the operating 
causes. | 
I cannot help thinking, that if we turned 
our attention more to the consideration of 
this subject, as it bears on the health of large 
communities, we should be doing good scr- 
vice to the public. It is quite clear that the 
gencral mortality does not depend, for its 
amount, on any regular epidemic or pesti- 
lence; so that in nine cases out of ten, man 
is the originator of his own disease—a_posi- 
tion which is incontrovertible in large towns. 
It would be absurd to suppose that many 
diseases, and deaths too, should not arise from 
causes beyond the control of man; but his own 
pursuits and habits in life lay the foundation of 
by far the largest portion. The demands 
which in this world of a city, are made on 
the machine, man, are truly astonishing ; and 
would lead one to think, that people were 
composed of some imperishable materials.— 
With the mass of the people here, life is con- 
sumed by busy days, and watching or sleepless 
nights. Onsome the effect is direct, on others 
it operates indirectly. In the first class, the 
system is broken, in the other, attempts to 
rouse it are incessantly made. Nature, ex- 
hausted, no longer able to perform the duties 
she was wont to discharge, is tempted by sti- 
mulants and restoratives ; which, as she re- 
lishes at first, are supplicd with a more li- 
beral hand. By degrees, these too fail, and 
at length the unhappy sufferer finds that, after 
he has loaded a weak and sickly stomach with 
all kinds of stimulants, he has either a disease 
of the liver, spleen, or other important organ. 
But it may be asked, Are we to reject sti- 
mulants altogether? By no means. It is 
their prolonged use or abuse that | condemn. 
We have all, at certain times, our feelings of 
exhaustion, arising from the excess, deficien- 
cy, or disorded character of our scnsations, 
and anxiously look for some stimulus. Even 
animals seek them with avidity, which, in 
moments of langour, impart to them, as to our- 
sclves, a more agreeable sense of existence ; 
with whom, as with ourselves, this conscious- 
ness is necessary to maintain or revive the 
functions of the animaleconomy. Is this, then, 
mental agency? Perhaps not directly ; but 
mind, and the air-drawn castles, which kept 
the poor frame in unceasing toil by day, with 
sleepless, unrefreshing nights, have driven him 
to stimulants. The mind is soabsorbed in its 
fretful pursuits, that all its influence is with- 
drawn from the stomach. This organ, the 
source of all power and strength, thus de- 
prived of its ordinary excitant from its inabil- 
ity to digest, allows its contents to remain un- 
affected by the usual process of chymefaction. 
The regular supply of healthy pabulum to the 
blood is no longer afforded, and the system 
sinks gradually. It is now that stimulants of 
all sorts are applied, which end by establishing 
organic disease of one kind or another. The 
brain is the organ most liable to be effected 
under their operation, and which. sometimes 
escapes the most caref.il observer. Hippo- 
crates, that close observer of human nature, 
says, when a patient suffers but does not com- 
plain—Mens egrotat ; | quote the Latin trans- 
lation. Moral agency is not, after all, so dif- 
ficult to trace. We frequently witness its 
effects, when bad news interrupts altogether 
our digestion. ‘The healthy process being dis- 
turbed, the brain, whether by sympathy or any 
other mode, matters not, takes on diseased 
action, showing itself in some painful mani- 
festation of muscular debility, as paralysis, 


pily, lead to similar results, from the increased 
quantity of blood which it sends to the brain. 
Many young ladies, in a high state of nervous 
irritability, assert they feel its vibrations at 
the fingers’ ends. We have several instances 
where anger was attended with a difficulty 
of swallowing, ending in apoplexy. ‘There 
is a case in the “ Bulletin des Sciences Medi- 
cales,” where an old woman, eighty years of 
age, who had hitherto enjoyed uninterrupted 
ood health, was thrown into a violent passion, 
followed by jaundice, bilious vomiting and ab- 
cesses, of which she died in a ‘few days, ex- 
claiming, ‘‘ she would never forgive the insult 
offered her.” 

The retreat from Moscow gives us additional 
proofs in support of the position attempted to 
be maintained in this paper. The unhappy sol- 
diers, scarcely able to move from the pri- 
vations which they had already suffered, were 
roused by the cheering prospects which were 
held out to them on reaching Smolensko, where 
they were promised warm clothing and good 
rations. ‘The effect of this was miraculous. 
Troops a moment before not able to move, now 
marched on with light and buoyant hearts. 
Alas! how miserably were the hopes of those 
brave but unhappy fellows realized! Smo- 
lensko itself they founda heap of ruins. In an 
instant the moral power of the army was crush- 
ed, and general consternation spread through 
all ranks. It is the opinion of some great men 
who shared in that memorable retreat, that im- 
mense numbers died from the influence of the 
morale over the physique. 

In the higher order of society, their artificial 
habits render them more liable to severe con- 
gestions and inflamations, than those in hum- 
ble conditions of life. Inthe poor man, when 
laid on his bed of sickness, the brain isa dor- 
mant organ, his admission into the clean wards 
of an hospital only adds to that repose which is 
so essential to recovery. In the higher walks 
of life, the brain, under similar circumstances, 
is the busiest organ, and still more, how differ- 
ent with men immured in cares, working for 
fame or fortune, planning schemes for future 
aggrandisement, or struggling to disentangle 
themselves from pressing misfortunes; with 
them, the bed of sickness is little likely to be 
one of repose. Physicians of all countries and 
ages have agreed, that the worst forms of fever 
are not met with amongst the lowest orders or 
laboring classes; but amongst those harrassed 
with speculations and anxieties for improving 
their condition in life. 

In a future paper we intend to consider the 
best means of lessening or obviating the evils 
we have described. 


A MAN OF SUBSTANCE. 


In the forty-seventh volume of ‘* The Philo- 
sophical Transactions” is an account of Ed- 
ward Bright, a shopkeeper of this town, (Mal- 
don, Essex,) who was so enormously fat that 
his size and weight are almost unparalleled in 
the history of the human race. At the age of 
twelve years and a half he weighed 144 lbs: 
increasing in bulk as he grew up; in seven 
years more he weighed 336 Ibs. He went on 
increasing, and probably in pretty near the 
same proportion; for the last time he was 
weighed, which was about thirteen months 
before he died, his weight was 584 Ibs; at the 
time of his death he was manifestly grown 
bigger since his last weighing ; so that on a 
fair estitnate his weight must then have been 
about 616 lbs. He measured five feet nine in- 
ches and a half in height. His body, round 
the chest, was five feet six inches; and round 
his belly six feet eleven inches; his arm, in 
the middle, measured two feet two inches, and 
his leg two feet eight inches.—He died at the 
age of 29, in the year 1750; after his death 
seven men were buttoned in his.waistcoat.— 
Till a year or two before his death he was 
comparatively an active man, but afterwards 
his extreme corpulency so overpowered his 
strength that life seemed a burden to him. 
He left a widow and six children. His coffin 
was so enormously large that an opening was 
obliged to be cut in the wall and staircase to 
let. it down into the shop ; and it was carried 
to the grave upon a carriage. 


Arab Beauty.—Among them was one of the 
most beautiful girls [I ever saw, apparently 
about twenty years of age. She was of adark 
complexion, eyes black as jet, the inside of 
her eyelids was blackened witi kohle, her 
teeth were white as ivory, and her long hair 
fell down her neck and over her shoulders be- 
hind, long enough for her to sit down upon. 
She had large silver ear-rings, and a silver ring 
through her under lip, gently drawing it down 
and displaying her fine teeth; through her 
hair was passed a silver arrow, confining her 
veil to the top of her head, which was thrown 
back negligently over her shoulders ; she was 
habited in a long blue Joose shirt, open at the 
breast, her bare arms were covered with brace- 
lets and amulets, a string of beads wound round 
her neck, her feet were bare, and two Jarge 
rings were fastened round her ancles. She 
walked as all the Arab women do, with a grace 
and beauty of carriage I never saw surpassed ; 
nor in simplicity and elegance of appearance 
have I[ ever seen a fine lady of Europe, with 
her jewels and pearls, equal this plain and 
simple Arab girl. 


To Restore Tainted Meat.—If your meat is 
tainted, take it out of the pickle, wash it so as 
to cleanse it of the offensive pickle, then wash 
your barrel well either with a solution of lime 
or ashes ; after which repack it, and between

apoplexy, or mental affection. Itis not al- 
ways easy to trace the bad effects of unplea- 
sant news on the brain, even when it proves! 
fatal. All hospital reports confirm the belief 
of its injurious effects. I saw in Paris an in- 
teresting case, when a young woman was 
suddenly informed of the death of her hus- 
band, to whom she had been maitried but a 
few weeks; the shock threw her into a fit, 
followed by disease of the brain and its mem- 
branes, of which she died in a few days. Its 
ravages are frightful amongst young women 
who have children before marriage. In 1815, 
a good illustration occurred in Paris. An old 
Frenchman, whilst at dinner, heard the news 
of Buonaparte’s landing from Elba in France, 
and exclaimed as he rose from his seat, under 
great excitement, ‘“‘ Le voila donc connu, ce 
secret plein d’horreur !” and fell down in a fit 
of apoplexy: all efforts to rouse him were 
useless. 


On Saturday a beautiful wild stork was dis- 
covered upon the Park House estate, near 
Hevesham, by Mr. J. Dobson, who having 
heard that the stork, though very wild, has been 
taken by fright, thought proper to try the ex- 
periment. He endeavored to keep out of sight 
until more near his game, when he uncovered 
his head, whilst, at the same time, making a 
most hideous scream, the bird became, as it 
were, petrified and motionless, and allowed 
Mr. Dobson to take it.

The French 
is studied with a view to its being a spoken, and not a 
written language merely ; and to this end it is the only 
medium of communication allowed at table, as well as 
at the recitations in that department, and the more ad- 
vanced classes are required to employ this language in 
reciting in other departments. 

The school consists entirely of boarders, no day 
scholars being received. The teachers and pupils live 
with the principal, eating at the same table, sleeping 
under tlhe same roof, and constituting in all respects 
one family.
